First Things First 


In British Columbia, Premier Pattullo 
continues to make speeches aimed at show- 
ing that province would be worse off under 
the plan proposed in the Sirois report, In 
Manitoba, Premier Bracken continues to de- 
clare that province is heading for an im- 
possibie situation because the plan was not 
adopted. In Ontario, Premier Hepburn con- 
tinues to show that his disapproval of the 
report is only matched by his innocence of 
what it contains, 

Public men must of course justify their 
conduct to the electors, but surely the heads 
of all the provincial governments have by 
this time made their views clear enough that 
it is not necessary to carry on a long range 
debate on the merits of the report, at the risk 
of creating cleavages on a matter which, for 
the time at least, has been laid on the shelf. 

We have a war on hand, to prosecute 
which is the business of overshadowing im- 
portance, and demands the utmost attention 
and energy of which the nation is capable. 
To divert interest to a question of internal 
policy which at the moment holds only 
academic rank is at best bootless, and is also 
potentially dangerous. There are a good 
many ways in which provincial leaders can 
help strengthen Canada’s war effort. Endless 
discussion of the Sirois report is not one of 
them.
